A BIG STRIKE OF STREET-CAR EMPLOYES 
IN BROOKLYN. 


The Movement of Cars on All the City Lines 
Effectually Stopped—Both Sides Firm— 
Complaints of Business Men—Futile At- 
tempts to Run Cars—Strikers Overpower 
the Police—The Milwaukee Rioters—La- 
ber News. 


NEw Tonk, December 23.—Many thousand 
Brooklynites, who are accustomed to use the 
horse cars ot the Brooklyn City Rallroad Com- 
pany, are compelled to-day to walk. The 
company controls eleven lines of street cars, 
all ot which are tied up to-day. The men 
claim that the company has failed to carry out 
the agreement made with the men last March 
in regard to the hours of work. 


STRIKERS VIOLENT. 
One of the causes of the trouble was the fact 
thatthe company would not recognize the 
Knights of Labor nor the Empire Protective 
Association in its negotiatiens with its men. 
About 8 o’vlock a dozen cars were s 
under the protection of the police. In 


New York one of the cars was attacked by five 


strikers, and the police promptly arrested 
them and thus prevented further trouble. — 
USING STAGES. 

This morning several citizens went to the 
office of the Empire Protective Association 
and asked how long the strike would last. The 
gentlemen were told that the association did 
not know. President Lewis of the City Lines 
said that he was not going to give in and could 


not tell . how ong it would last. 


The citizens said to the association that they 
would hire fifty-three stages to run from the 
bridge and the ferries to their places of busi- 
ness. The association will aid them and give 
them men to drive the stages. The Brooklyn 
City Railroad Company Claims that its buai- 
ness has been infused by the concessions 
of last spring. This is denied 2 
the . atlon, who assert th 
the company has paid an 11 per cent dividend 
as against 14 per cent last year. State Arbi- 
trator Florence Donovan is in Brooklyn to- 
day, and had an ineffectual conference with 
President Lewis.

Captain Roe and several officers went to the 
scene and mounting the platform, the car was 
started. It got only a block on its journe 
when a mob took the horses off the car an 
ran the car back into the depot. The police 
were unable to resist the men. A car at 
Halsey street and Tompkins avenue was 
overturned and the driver and con- 
ductor assaulted by the mob. The 
police attempted to interfere, but were over- 
powered and reserves were called upon to 
ald them. A car was hoisted from the track 
at Fulton and New York avenues, and the po- 
lice called upon here also. The driver and 
conductor, who were ‘‘scabs,’’ were as- 
saulted. Obstructions have been * upon 
the tracks, and it looks as if there would be 
even more serious trouble if the company per- 
sist in their attempt to run the cars.

The Evening Star, one of the most conserva- 
tive papers in the District, in discussing the 
reason given by the President concerning this 
14 — contradicts him in his statement 
of the alleged facts of the case. The Star says: 
„It is possible, though hardly probable, that 
the confirmation of Mr. Matthews as Recorder 
of Deeds for the District of Columbia, may be 
secured, as desired by the President, in his 
message sent to that bod agree but it is 
not fair either to that body or to the people of 
the District, that this result should be accom- 

lished through misrepresentation of the facts 

n the case. In transmitting the second 
time the name of his choice to the 
Senate, the President takes occasion to assert 
that the objection to Mr. Matthews’ occu- 
pancy of the place is largely based on a preja- 
dice conceived against that gentleman and 
that his management of the office since he 
has been in it has had the effect of removing 
much of the opposition to him which form- 
erly existed. Now we have far better oppor- 
tunities for knowing the sentiment and the 
temper of this community than any President 
ever had, and we undertake to say that no 

rejudice has existed, or now exists, against 
far. Matthews personally, nor has any serious 
doubt ever been entertained, so far as we can 


discover, as to his capacity to 
fill the office with credit to him- 
self and to the satisfaction of the 
public. Neither, as the President would seem 


to want the public to infer, is the color of his 
nominee an objection, for as is well known 
more than one lucrative and responsible office 
in the District has been and is now acceptably 
filled by colored men, On the other hand, Mr.

FATAL FLAMES. 


A Cripple Perishes in a Burning Dwelling 
at Ft. Worth.

ForT WortTH, Tex., December 23.—At 5:30 
o’clock this morning flames were discovered 
bursting from W. K. Byron’s grocery, No. 7 
East Belknap street. In a few moments the 
entire structure, one-story high and of wood, 
was completely enveloped in flames. The alarm 
was sounded, but the fire gained so rapidly 
that by the time the department reached 
it the building and its contents were past 
saving.

PENSE OF THE CITY. 


‘Ghastly 


When the Municipal Assembly meets on the 
4th prox. the street sprinkling problem, 
which is of interest to every citizen, both 
property-owners and tenants, will be taken 
up and probably solved. The present plan of 
private companies assessing reside month- 
ly has nothing to recommend ite continuation. 


If the sprinklers can squeeze out 
enough to give them the desired 
profit on the block the contract 


is undertaken and filled according to the 
sweet will of the manager of the company. 
As soon as the subscriptions fall under the 
limit fixed by the company they quit sprink- 
ling. Should the collector have any particu- 
lar trouble with the occupant of any one 
bouse the space adjoining is left without at- 
tention, to the great annoyance of other 
residents of the block. The trouble 
has heretofore always been caused 
by the lack of municipal funds, an obstacle 
that will be obviated this year. Councilman 
Devoy, Chairman of the Council Committee on 
Public ‘Improvements, discussed the subject of 
the city doing the sprinkling with Comptroller 
Campbell to- day and inquired as 
to the racticability of carrying out 
the provisions of a bill looking 
to this end. Comptroller Campbell said that 
the expenses of yoyo Se city government 
slightly exceeded $3,000,000, which left a bal- 
ance of about $600,000 in the municipal revenue 
for optional appropriation. As to what this 
amount should be devoted the Comptroller had 
no voice except to advise as to the financial 
offices of the city. He knew of no reason why 


he should op the assage of such a 
bill should the — Wa s and Means 
Committee of the Municipal Kesembiy see fit 


to draft such an ordinance. When asked more 
eee 4 ky the feasibility of the plan, 
he Comptroller said that if thre year was 
changed as he hoped it would be, by making a 
three months appropriation so as to make the 
year begin July 1, the finances of the city 
would be so arranged that the city could un- 
dertake the sprinkling of the streets without 
any additional tax. 
. Devoy proposes to submit such an or- 
dinance authorizing the Board of Public Im- 
provements to let contracts for sprinkling 
such streets as they may deem proper 
at the expense of the city. He stated 
that he had learned that in every place where 
the plan of the city doing tie sprinkling had 
been adopted the at trouble encountered 
had been in starting the work. Without 
counting any cost for water the first expendi- 
ture would probably be $60,000. The present 
condition of the city finances it is conceded 
will justify this undertaking. 


A Ghastly Christmas Gift.

A Constitutional Amendment. 


Comptroller Campbell stated to-day that he 
had the plan of the two constitutional amend- 
ments in relation to St. Louis taxation made 
out and had onlytoreduce them to writing 
for presentation to the General Assembly. 


The local necessities require so much 
revenue annually and as there is only 
one assessment levied, the city is 


obliged to pay much more than its share to 
the State. Thisistrueof all counties having 
debts, and virtually makes those iocalities 
least able to pay hightaxes pay the highest, 
and those best able, pay the lowest assess- 


ments. There two modes of remedying 
the trouble. One is to permit the city 
to increase the rate and accordingly 


lower the valuations from $210 ,000,000 or to 
provide for two assessments, one for local 
revenue and the other for the State taxes. 
Throughout the State outside of this city the 
average taxable valuation is 60 per cent, while 
in many instances in St. Louis the needs of 
raising municipal revenue at the prescribed 
rates necessitates forcing this far higher. The 
remedy can only be effected by a constitu- 
tional amendment.

A FAMOUS QUINTETTE. 


A Class at Yale Which Contained Five 
Distinguished Men. 


Hon. Wm. M. Evarts isa graduate of Yale 
College,and inachat with a St.Louisan,who is 
also a Yale graduate, he recalled a fact in con- 
nection with his class at Yale which is inter- 
esting. 

The class contained a quintette of famous 
men. Mr. Evarts graduated in 1837 and was 


the valedictorian of his class which contained 
the late Samuel J. Tilden, Chief Justice Mor- 


rison R. Waite, Edwards Pierrepont and 
Prot. Benjamin Silliman. It would be 
aifficult to find in one class five 


men who have gained greater distinction in 
law, politics and science. Mr. Tilden did not 
graduate, but left college on account of deli- 
cate physique at the close of his junior year. 
Chief Justice Waite stands at the head of the 
bar by reason of ability and position; Mr. 
Evarts is one of the most distinguished men 
in iaw and ~»politics in the 
Mr. Tilden’s greatness is a 
history; Hon. Edwards Pierrepont 
was Minister to England, and Prof. Silliman 
— 22 — scientist, and is now pro- 
fessor of chemistry at Yale. 

There is one singular factin the connection 
between these great men, and this is that all 


ofthem, although distinguished before and 
for other reasons, were brought 
into unusual prominence about the 


same time. Waite was appointed Chief Justice 
and Pierrepont was appointed Minister to 
England by President Grant. Mr. Tilden at 
this time was looming up as the only 
leader of — — 7 and soon after was can- 
didate for the Presidency. Senator Evarts was 
in the zenith of hisfame and was counsel 
for the Republican party in the electoral com- 
mission fight, and about this time Prof. Silli- 
man came into prominence in financial and 
scientific circles through his report on the 
Emma Mine which caused such a furor and 
was afterwards vindicated by the success of

BIG FIGURES, 


BEVIEW OF THE COAL TRADE FOR THE YEAR 


JUST PASSING AWAY. 


The Lead and oh Busincses Shows Up With 
Some Figures Which Encourage Those In- 
terested—Carpet Trade in St. Louis—Busi- 
ness Statistics Which are Very Interesting. 


The following reviews of business in 8. 
Louis for the past year contain some figures of 
interest to all citizens. ) 


Coal. 


The year just closing has been an eventful 
one in the coal ‘business, but fortunately no 
bad effect has been felt so far by consumers. 
The total receipts here forthe year were 50,- 


000.000 bushels, an increase of nearly 1,500,000 
bushels over 1885. Very * variations in 
prices took place for the year. The 
contracts made on a sliding scale 
based on mining prices sustained 
very small variations as there were no serious 
or X — disturbances in the mining 
districts. The manufacturers’ contracts were 
closed at figures ranging from 7 to 8 cents, ac- 
cording to location, hauling distance, eto. 
For family consumption the price at the open- 
ing of the year was 10 cents, having continued 
atthat figure since the fall of 1855, but came 
down to 9% eents. Another %-cent reduc- 
tion occurred in March of this year 
and a few months later it decreased 
a cent without any real cause, except that 
the demand had fallen off and the reduction 
was made to keep the teams going. In 
August the miners raised % a cent per bushel 
for digging and a consequent raise in the 
price to 94; made then has since prevailed. 

In May the agents of a new company ap- 
proached the mine owners in the Illinois coal 


regions with requests for selling prices 
an an option on the properties 
for thirty, sixty and ninety days. 


The responses to these requests were quite 
extensive. On receiving the figures the agents 
reported to their employers and the Consoli- 
dated Coal Company was then formed and they 
began buying the mines at once. The plan was 
to obtain control of as many mines as possible 
within the district on which St. Louis is de- 
pendent. In some twelve or fifteen cases the 
owners either refused to fix selling prices 
or placed them so high that the negotiations 
stopped short without a sale. Some other 

roperties nearly worked out were not taken. 

t was thought that the Consolidated Company 
would force up prices, and several owners 
under this impression retained possession of 
some good mines. So farthe company has 
disappointed the suspicion, and resident 
Ridgely stoutly protests that such is not the 
intention, and thatthe new company will be 
content with fair prices and the increased 
business brought by the udicious 
care of the shipping features of the business. 
The other mine-ownero have formed a com- 
pany, known asthe Consumers’ Coal Company, 
which is prepared to meet any raise with 
warm competition. The Consolidated Com- 
pany obtained possession of | seventy-six 
mines located in St. Clair, Madison, Macoupin, 
Washington and Vermillion Counties, DBunois, 
and within a radius of fifty miles from 
this ae The purchase money/was $2,750,000, 
the eferred payments bringin the 
total cost up to $3,000,000. The) capital of the 
company is $5,000,000. Many of the mines ac- 

uired by this purchase we bad condition, 
the entries having been neglected and the ma- 
chinery being in bad repair. This required 
additional expenditures. 

The supply of coal at hand is inexhaustible 
and the natural facilities unequaled by any 
mining district in the West. The Illinois 
district adjacent to St. Louis has none 
of the impediments to mining met with in the 
Northern portion of the State or in low lands 
where the excavated veins are frequently 
filled with water and gases, com ar check- 
ing work, and frequently causing disasters. 
In the district above described there are eight 


veins of coal, five of which can 
be profitably worked. The upper vein 
is 7 feet thick and shows no 


sign of givingout. Itis roofed naturally and 
by rock layers in —— instances, auording the 
best facilities for working. This district can, 
if required, produce 100,000,000 bushels per 
year. Its only competing fields are at Ches- 
ter and the Big Muddy fields, and in this State 
at Rich Hill and Lexington and along the Han- 
nibal & St. Joe Railroad. 

The territory which can be profitably sup- 
—— by St. Louis during the winter embraces 

fissouri, except the localities named; Kansas, 
Arkansas, Texas, Nebraska and even to Min- 
nesota. At present St. Louis is maggie | large 
profits from Chicago consumption, and is now 
onipping 125 cars of coal per day to the City by 
the ke and selling it on the tracks there 
at better profit than can be made in the 


yards of the St. Louis Union Depot 
coal yards. To-day Chicago is paying 8 cents 
for its St. Louis coal. uring the coming 


year much will be done to improve the ship- 
ping interests. Arrangements are now on foot 
to secure the use of cars on the economical 
plan followed by the anthracite companies so 
that the cargoes of coal can be replaced on the 
return trips by other shipments. Coal men 
— 4 that this city will handle more coal 
uring the coming year than was ever before 
produced by the St. Louis companies. 


Lead and Oil. 


Mr. Thomas Richeson, President of the Col- 
lier Lead and Oil Company, kindly made a 
statement regarding the business of the 


pest year in that business. St. Louis, 
0 said, had the largest lead 
milis in the United States. There are 
three here, the Collier, Southern and St. 
Louis. The City of St. Louis sends the prod- 
ucts of her lead milie to all parte of the 
United States. Therearein the Kepublic be- 
tween sixty-fiye and seventy lead and oil 
mills, and this eity is able to compete in any 
territory with them. Her ability to do this is 
due to her situation; der proximity to the raw 
material and her position as a shipping 
point. While thus able to compete, however, in 
all parte of the United States, the most proũt- 
able and largest trade is what is called the 
home trade—that within a radius of 500 miles. 
The output of the Collier Company, which is 
the largest of the three St. Louis con- 
cerns, consequently the largest in the United 
States, and therefore a good indicator of the 
condition of the trade, is about 10,000 tons of 
white lead in oll per annum, 300,000 gallons of 
linseed ajl, 250, allons of castor oil, 100 
tons of red lead and litharge and 200 tons of 
bar, pipe and sheet lead. The output for 1686 
in white lead had fallen Off about B per cent. 
This decrease in the business was due to 
twothings. First, there was the fact that in 
1885 the jobbers were well stocked and the 
spring of 86 found them so; secondly, the 

rikes of last March caused a general de- 
pression in building trades and the usual 
activity in white lead which 1s felt in March, 
April and May did not occur. Even 
after the labor trouble had subsided 
the jobbers ordered timidly and men who in 
in former years had ordered by the car-loads 
only bought by the ton, living, as it were, ina 
hand-to-mouth way. While this was true, 
however, the prices had been rather better 
than those of 188. 

In the manufacture of castor oil, 1886 had 
exceeded 1885 by about 100,000 lons. This 
is a manufactured product r ated entirely 
by the 8 It is the custom of 
the farmers raise castor beans when 
it will pay to do so. The crop is a troublesome 
one to handle and when the cereais promise 
as Well or better the farmers do not plant the 
beans. The output of the United States mills 
in castor oli never more than supplies the 
country. In 1885 the crop of castor née was 
so insufficient for home needs that quantities 
were impo from the West Indies. 
Owing to a better understanding among 
the mills on this product a better price was 
promised the farmers and the crop Increased 
first stated.

The great difficulty with which St. Louis 
has to contend,’’ Mr. cheson said, ‘‘is 
the freight discrimination. Inthe South and 
Southeast rates are given to New York which 
are unfair to St. Louis, but that is true in ail 
trades. Aside from Boston and San Francisco 
there is perhaps no city in the United States 
that does not pay in this direct way tribute to 
New York. The railroads haul her stuff almost 
at a loss and muke good the shortage by rate 
discriminatin ainst other cities.’ 

The lead and oll business was one of the last 
to feel a commercial depression, but at the 
same time was also the last to recover from it. 
The bright outlook in that line was therefore 
encouraging for all others. 


Carpets. 


While well supplied with retail stores in that 
line, St. Louis has but one jobbing-house 
handling carpets. Mr. L. Renard of the firm 
of Trorlicht & Duncker furnished the in- 
formation regarding St. Louis’ dusiness 
in that department of trade. He said: 
Our territory embraces the States of Lilinois, 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas and parts of lowa 
and Nebraska. Our competition is from the 
cities of New York, Philadelphia and Chicago. 
There are no other cities besides these and St. 
Louis that can be considered carpet markets. 
In Chi o,even,there are no exclusively carpet 
jobbing houses, but the carpets are carried b 
Wholesale dry goods men, such as Marshall 
Field & Co. and others. There are about six 
such dealers there, and their combined trade 
is nearly three times that of St. Louis. Our 
house does a retail as well as a jobbing trade. 
Our sales in both departments last year were 
slightly over a million dollars, an in- 
crease of from 10 to 12 per cent 
over the business of 1885, which 
fell slightly under a million, Of this total 
amount the retail trade was nearly one-half. 
Our sales in the jobbing line are made by 
traveling salesmen, of whom we employ seven 


in the territory named. Their seasons of 
work are in the months of January 
and February, Jul and August. 


Our first season of this year was just 
over and the goods shipped and delivered this 
year when the strike occurred, so that did not 
affect our business as it probably did that of 
some others. Just how far we were affected 
by the subseguent —— ne it caused, we 
cannot say, as at that time we were increasing 
our business and facilities and could not meas- 
ure its effect as we could have done had we 
not being making these extra efforts. For the 
jobbing trade we buy from the mills of Phila- 
delphia and the States of New York and New 
Jersey. The tapestry Brussels and ingrain 
carpets lead in the jobbing trade. Imported 
goods are only for the retail trade. 

“Our retail business this year was an increase 
of 1 per cent over that of last. 
The heaviest in the retail 
line are April September 
and October, but the trade is pretty steady 
throughout the year. The carpet trade is not 
as sensitive as other business. The goods are 
rather staple and do not fluctuate with the raw 
material market as groceries do. The 
mille lay in their supplies for the year about 
seventy days preceding the seasons named. 
The average price of that material regulates 
their prices for the year which are once given 
and are standard. or this reason the carpet 
trade is very close. There are not the same 
margins in it that there are in other lines.’’ 

In regard to the railroads Mr. Renard said 
that the house felt fairly well treated. There 


wers isolated cases of discrimination 
but not worth complaining of. 
The gentleman thought he tendency 


of the railroads was to do the fair thing and 
that more consideration would be shown the 
city in the future. It was too early yet to pre- 
dict the business of the coming year but he 
felt hopeful and there was no reason to be 
otherwise. He said also that there were but 
few failures in the carpet line. The trade 
throughout the country was mainly in the 
— of furniture men and on a very secure 
asis. 


Hats and Caps. 


The hat and cap business of St. Louis has 
advanced steadily since last year, and well- 
posted traders like Maj. C. C. Rainwater and 
J. W. Boogher claim that, with the exceptions 


of one house in New York and another in 
Chicago, St. Louis has three firms each of 
which do a larger jobding business 
than any two houses in other large cities of 
the United States. As compared with last 
year, this year’s sales show an increase of 
about 25 per cent. In round figures, it is 
estimated, local jobbers bave disposed of 
$8,000,000 worth of goods. These sales were 
made by six firms, and do not include the sales 
ofanumber of smaller dealers and hat and 
cap manufacturers whose business brings the 
figures up an additional $500,000, making a 
total of about three and one-half miilions of 


dollars. 

The largest pos of the St. Louis hat and 
cap business is done with Arkansas, Texas, 
Kansas and Missouri. A large trade is also 
held in sections of the country which do not 
come to this market for any other 
articles of commerce, as, for instance, Minne- 
sota, Michigan and the Northwest, are fur- 
nished with soft hats by the local trade. All of 
the larger firms have agents located in Illinois, 
north of Quincy, and sell goods at the very 
door of Chicago houses. Southern mer- 
chants not infrequently stop over 
here to bu head -gear, while 
eon route to Cincinnati for clothing and New 
York fordry goods, Fortunately railroad dis- 
crimination has not interfered with this line 
of trade and merchants here are fully able to 
meet competitors in any market within what 
is generally considered St. Louis territory. 
he reputation of the local hat and 
cap market rests securely upon the 
superior uality and low price of 
soft hats. That goods are sold cheaper here is 
evidenced by the extensive tra‘le which makes 
this the most prominent hat and cap center of 
the United States. Very few stiff are used 
in the South and West, hence the * 
ance of soft hats the total of sales. 
Soft hats are sold here of a quality which can- 
not be procured in Eastern markets. Sales of 
soft hats 1 lots at as high as 880 
and $90 per UKosen wholesale are frequent here, 
om such prices are never received in other 
cities. 

Altogether the local trade congratulate 
themselves upon the past year’s iner. in 
business and feel very much enco ed at 
the outlook for next season’s trad

BOILED TO DEATH. 


The Horrible Fate of a Luckless Horse in 
New York. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarck. 

NEW YORK, December 3.—James Gallagher 
was driving up Park Row yesterday morning 
with a wagon-load of newspapers, when bis 
horse shied at u cloud of steam that rose from 
a deep hole in front of the Potter Building. 
Before Gallagher could pull him up the horse 
plunged through the scant wooden rails that 
surrounded the nole and fell into it sideways. 


The excavation was made by workmen of the 
New York Steam Heating Company nearly two 
weeks ago, and has been left uncovered ever 
since. At night a dim lantern burns 
Over it. At the is 

the many steam pipes, 
barrel and always scalding hot. The hole is 
10 feet long and 6 wide. At first the horse’s 
hind legs rested on the bottom near the big 
pipe, and his head and shoulders lay on 
he pile of rails and stones alongside the ex- 
cavations. Gallagher quickly got the wagon 
clear. Another wagon soon came and carried 
the papers to South Brooklyn. All this time 
the horse's — were being scorched by the 
hot pipes, and he was driven wild by the 
clouds of steam that rose around him. Po- 
liceman McQuade and half a dozen other 
men tried to haul the horse out of the hole, 
He hurried around to the Temple Court and 
got a rope anda lantern. When he fan back 
the horse was out of sight and a crowd of 
more than one hundred men were looking 
down in the pit. The horse’s struggles had 
thrown him to the bottom. He was yng on 
the scalding hot pipe and screamed in his 
agony. McQuade lowered his lantern but 
could not see a foot away so thick was the 
cloud of steam. No one dared go ‘down into 
the hole with the maddened horse and 
try and rig a rope around him. So 
the beast was left to suffer.

SIDEWALK PERILS. 


A Damage Suit for an Obstruction—Divorce 
Doings Under the Dome. 

The damage suit of Mrs. Anastasia Kiely 
against August Wieden was cailed up to-day 
in Circuit Court No.1. This is a claim for 88, 
000 damages on account of personal injuries 


sustained by a fall on the sidewalk 
on Jefferson avenue between Rus- 
sell and Allen avenues. Mrs, 


Kiely states that on the 14th of June last she 
was passing along Jefferson avenue at the 
point named when her foot caught in — — 
obstruction on the sidewalk placed there by 
the defendant, and she fell down, causing 
permanent injuries.

The accident was 
therefore, it is alleged, due to her own want 
of care. 


The Moore Divorce Contest. 


The Moore contested divorce case, particu- 
lars of which were given in the Post- DISPATCH 
of yesterday, still occupies the attention of 
Judge Lubke. Mrs. Moore took the witness- 


stand this morning in her own defense. The 
husband is a builder and contractor in the 
North End, and he seeks a decree on the 
round of cold and indifferent treatment and 
ndignities at the hands of his wife. 
The Rev. Doctor Ingraham of Grace * 
Church was called to testify concerning an in- 
terview at his residence between the husband 
and wife several days after the filing of 
the divorce suit. It could not be legally 
construed as a privileged com- 
munication between a minister of the 
gospel and a communicant, because Mrs. 
Ingraham was likewise present. The 
husband who was suing for the divorce occu- 
pied the position of secretary of the vestry, 
and when he came into the courts with his 
domestic trouble he sent in a letter of resigna- 
tion. The interview at the parsonage bore 
reference to a reconciliation of the parties. 
Dr. ingraham had previously observed noth- 
ing in the Moore family relations that would 
indicate domestic differences.

A suit for $5,000 damages was filed last even-

Mrs. Knipper en- 
tered proceedings for a divorce and the 
case was reached for trial last May. She 
alleged that they were married November 8, 
1884, and that her husband had rendered her 
condition intolerable by cruel and barbarous 
treatment, abusive conduct and repeated in- 
dignities. She stated that he frequently 
whipped her, threatened to kil her 
and humiliated her in the presence of 
others. The Court granted Mrs. Knipper a 
decree of divorce together with restoration of 
her maiden name and $30 per month alimony. 
Subsequently a motion for new trial was en- 
tered and it was sustained, the Court setting 
aside the decree granted. The case will be 
tried again early in the coming year.

THE SPOTTED NEGRESS. 


Death of Mrs. Jacob Eldridge Whose Skin 
Changed from Black to White. 


HOWELL, Mich., December 28.— Mrs. Jacob 
Eldridge, Howell’s strange freak of nature, 
the old colored woman who has been gradually 
turning white for several years, died here yes- 
terday. She has been ill for several months, 
but it is not thought that the peculiarly strange 
change in color which she underwent had any- 
thing to do with her last illness. The greater 


art of her body is now a healthy lily white. 

er husband, who wasa pioneer of this county, 
died Tuesday morning. Mrs. Eldridge’s 
grandfather was a Guiana man, and her 
ancestors are full-blooded negroes as far as is 
known. The natural color of Mrs. Eldridge 
was quite dark, even for her race, and there 
was nothing peculiarly noticeable about it 
until she was quite advanced in years. Quite 
a number of years ago she noticed a spotof 
white abeut the size of a silver dollar upon 
her right leg. Inthe course of a few months 
others appeared upon various parts of her 
body, rather more prominent upon her limbs 
than body. In time these grew together until 
most of her body became white. For the last 
few years the change has appeared to follaw 
the principal nervesand in time crept up the 
spinalcord and upon her forehead. About 
the time that the change reaehed the forepart 
of her hair, streaks oi white began to appear 
upon each side of her chin and meeting at ber 
mouth. One peculiarity is that wherever the 
change came ‘twas complete. There is no 
fading of the white off into the black through 
the various shades of ay, as would be ex- 
pected. Instead o this, the white 
and dlack are distinctly divided. The 
color of the changed portion is of 
a clear, healthy, lily whiteness, and 
one would hardly believe, to look at the arm 
of Mrs. Eldridge, that it was not the arm of a 
white lady. 

During all the change Mrs. Eldridge suf- 
fered no in convenience whatever from it, 
and never felt any kind of sensation either of 
itching, nervousness or pain that could be 
attributed to that cause. It has seemed to 
gradually go on without affecting her feelings 
or health in any manner whatever. Coming 
to this country in 1852, the particulars of this 
strange case are within the knowledge of all 
citizens whe know fully of its genuineness. 

When interviewed, Dr. Coleman said: ‘‘I 
was first called to see her about the first of 
April. I cannot see that there is any skin dis- 
ease. In the skin of the negro there is a pig- 
mentary deposit and in this caseI think it but 
the absorption ofthis deposit as far as the 
skin is concerned. I never heard of a similar 
case.
